About thirty minutes after midnight Sunday 
night, on the eleventh day of the eleventh

Engine House where the fire bell pealed forth the 
giad tidings.

San Francisco visited by Earthquake and Fire 


The Whole Gity Almost Wiped Out. 


Loss Many Hundred Of Millions. 
Get Full Details On Account Of Gommunication With City Cut Off. 


Impossible To 
City Under 


Martial Law. Water & Food Scarce. Whole Gity Doomed. Thousands 


Without Homes. 


San Francisco, April 19th 5:15 p. m.—All San Francisco is 
doomed, as the flames cannot be checked at all. Residence portion 
also. There will not be anything left at all. No water whatever to 
fight the flames. St. Francis, Flood building, Hopkins Institute, also 
Mechanic’s Pavilion reported gone. Several thousand lives lost. 

It is with deep regret that the ENTERPRISE publishes the account 
of the terrible and disastrous catastrophe that has overtaken our State— 
the almost blotting out of our great cosmopolitan city, San Francisco. 
Never in the history of the world has such a gigantic financial loss been 
struck. At the present writing $250,000,000 is the estimated damage, 
while 100,000 people have been rendered homeless. The amount oi 
deaths has not been ascertained, but at present nearly one thousand 
bodies are lying at the temporary morgue—the Mechanics Pavilion. 

Buildings of any account, there are none left. The handsome 
Palace Hotel, the pride of San Francisco, is a mass of ashes. The 
grand Call building is no more, the Examiner building, Rialto building, 
Grand. Hotel, “erchants Exchange buildings, Crocker-Woolworth Bank 
building, S. P. railroad offices, City Hall, Hall of Justice, and many 
others have been effaced from the earth. From the Palace Hotel to the 
Ferry hardly a building is intact. The water front from Mission to 
Washington streets is completely devastated. 

North of Market street, the fire extends out Hayes and McAllister 
streets to Fillmore, and from the water front along Market street to 
Montgomery and north from the water front to Montgomery street. 
Manufactories, hotels, wholesale houses and residences, comprising the 
principal part of the business section, have been destroyed, 

Yesterday the famous Mills building and the new Merchants’ Ex- 
change, in which» situaxn thé tfarfie and stock exchanges, were still 
standing, but the Mutual Life Insurance building ard scores of banks 
and office buildings were on fire, while blocks of other houses are still 
in the path of the flame. and nothing seems to be at hand to stay their 
progress. Block after block of banking houses are masses of red hot 
ruin and it will be months before the money that was housed in their 
vaults can be reached. 

The earthquake caused the partial wreck of the California hotel, 
on Bush and Kearney streets, and the falling chimney and cornice of 
the hotel crashed through the fire house adjoining, severely injuring 
Fire Chief Sullivan, so that he was unable to direct the work of fire 
fighting. He is in a hospital in a precarious condition. 

Despite this disheartening accident, the entire fire department, as- 
sisted by part of the Oakland department and volunteers from outside 
districts, did heroic work, many losing their lives while performing the 
work of succor. 

The Majestic theater at Market and Eighth streets, was burned, 
the Columbia wrecked by the earthquake and the Central razed by the 
flames. 

The $2,000,oco Fairmont hotel is still standing but suffered great 
damage. The Odd Fellows Temple the St. Nicholas hotel and the 
Parrott building are gone, while the big city hall caved in completely 
when the earthquake shook the city. 

Nearly every big factory building has been wiped out of existence 
and a complete enumeration of them would look like a city directory. 
Many of the finest buildings in the city were leveled to the dust by the 
terrific charges of dynamite in the hopeless effort to stay the horror of 
fire. In this work, many heroic soldiers, policemen and firemen were 
maimed or killed ouright. 

The troops from the Presidio are in charge of the City, and martial 
law has been proclaimed. Many earthquake shocks were felt during 
Wednesday, and people were fleeing from the City. 

From the Cliff House comes word that thé great pleasure resort 
and show place of the City, which stood upon a foundation of solid 
rock, has been swept into the sea. Not a thing stands to tell where 
the monster stone building once stood. It has been leveled to the 
foundation and only the rock lining the seacoast remains intact. 

Commissioner FE. Myron Wolfe announced‘at noon that the eighty 
odd insurance companies interested had decided to pay dollar for dollar 
to every one insured with them. The companies will not discriminate 
between fire and earthquake and everyone insured will be paid to the 
extent of the loss.. But two of the companies affected are Pacific Coast 
concerns, the others having principal o in the East or in Europe, 
and will stand the loss without danger of failure. 

Report from cities near San Francisco show the dis- 
truction was general. Santa Rosa, sixty miles north is in 
flames and the damage is ever $1,000,000. The loss of life 
is not known. 

At Napa many buildings were shattered and the loss 
will amount to $300,000. No loss of life is reported. 

At Vallejo the damage was slight in comparison wit 
that suffered in other cities. The loss will be about $10,000. 

One of the big losses of the day was the destruction of St. 
Ignacius church and college at Van Ness avenue and Hayes 
street. This was the greatest Jesuitical institute in ths west 
and was built at a cost of $2,000,000. 


Insurance Companies Will Pay In Full. 


The freaks of the earthquake are many. Wide jissures 
were made in the streets, street railways were twisted out of 
line, sewers and water pipes were burst and it is feared that 
there will be an epidemic of disease. Provisions are being 
sold at fancy prices and even water is being vended by the 

lass. 

The court house at Redwood City and other buildings 
collapsed. Menlo Park, Burlingame and other fashionable 
towns are suffering. Napa, Vallejo and all towns around the 
bay are damaged. These reports, alarming as they are, 
created little interest in San Francisco, where the people 
were in a frantic state. They did not stop to dress, but 
rushed out into the streets in their night garments. 

Wednesday's experience has been a testimonial to the 
modern steel building. A score of these structures were in 
course of erection, and not one of these suffered. The com- 
pleted modern buildings were also immune from harm, by 
earthquake. The buildings that collapsed were all flimsy 
wooden and old fashioned brick structures. The damage by 
earthquake does not begin to compare with the loss by fire. 
The heart of the business section of San Francisco has been 
destroyed by fire. An area of thickly. covered ground of 
eight square miles has been burned over and there is no tell- 
ing when the fire will be under control, 

Water mains have been dislocated, cutting off the’ supply 
of water, almost rendering the fire department hopeless. ‘To 
stop the spread of fire, many buildings had to be dynamited. 

Many Chinese were crazy from fright and hurried from 
the City. Many policeman became drunk and used their 
clubs promiscuously on women. A reign of terror prevailed 
and houses, in many cases, were dynamited whilst occupants 
were in them. Express wagons rent for fifty dollars an 
hour. There is very little drinking water, only at certain 
places and people are dying from hunger and thirst. 

It has been impossible to get authentic information. The 
wires being down and communication cut off from San Fran- 
cisco until yesterday, has made it very difficult to get de- 
tailed facts. A good many people here have friends in San 
Francisco and as yet have not been able to hear from them. 
A. G. Schulz succeeded yesterday in establishing communi- 
cation with his son l.ou, who announced he was safe in Oak- 
land. Geo. Murphy, who went up Sunday, has as yet not 
been heard from. 


Agnews asylum is a total wreck. Many of.the inmates 
were killed, the ruins taking fire shortly after the collapse 
There were about 700 people in the building, and scores of 
them who escaped are roaming around in a state of panic. 


The earthquake shock was felt at Porterville about 5:15 
Wednesday morning. It lasted about one minute, swaying 
the earth, but doing nodamage, It wasa kind of rocking 
sensation, but of a very tender nature. 


Up to time of going to press nothing has arrived to 
change the reports already received.
